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FOREWORD 


PURPOSE. It is a recognized fact that the profession includes many teachers 
who are either too busy to thoroughly examine teaching material, or are without 
access to the larger stocks which provide a wealth of valuable music and liter- 
ature. This book is designed to meet this situation and is the result of a careful 
study of material covering a long period of years. Music History and Apprecia- 
tion Classes will find help through the list of records and rolls with their corre- 
sponding classification; Public Libraries and Music Stores, through the condensed 
organization of material and information which has been accumulated from a great 
number of sources; Music Clubs, in locating music for programs and study courses. 

Previously, the list has been available only to students in the writer’s classes. 
However, because of the numerous requests for a wider distribution, the list has 
been greatly augmented, carefully revised, made more comprehensive in its classi- 
fication and is now offered for general use. 


CHOICE. Although an exhaustive research has been made, there is naturally 
omitted much worth-while music, including some of the well-known and much 
used classics. Assuming that the average teacher has greater familiarity with these 
compositions than with the more modern music, most of the classics are listed in 
collections according to their respective grades. Again, through the endeavor to 
exercise careful discrimination in the choice of material, it has been found neces- 
sary to reject much which was brought to the writer’s attention. However, the 
list provides an abundance of music for the teacher interested in any grade of 
piano teaching. . 


CLASSIFICATION. The classification of material has been planned to make 
the list thoroughly practical. A few moments’ study of pages 9 and 10 will 
prove helpful in quickly locating any type of book or piece desired. Many of the 
compositions have been placed in more than one group, since their nature justifies 
duplicate classification. The classifications such as “Sight Reading,” etc., as 
indexed, including practically every type of material needed, are quite obvious. 


MISCELLANEOUS SUBJECTS. The headings, such as “Order of Bach,” 
“Modern Composers,” “Suggested Libraries,’ “Publishers’ Addresses” and ‘“Amer- 
ican Composers,” found in Sections Seven and Eight, have been prompted by the 
frequency of requests for this information. 


GRADING. Since a great diversity of opinion exists as to numerical grades, 
the writer has chosen the more flexible form of three groups, elementary, inter- 
mediate and advanced, with lower and upper divisions in each. 

The grading is based quite as much upon the interpretive asthe technical 
demand. Present-day pedagogy stresses the development of a finer musicianship, 
which in turn requires an all-inclusive technic; a technic which intelligently 
expresses musical ideas, not mere finger dexterity. Hence, a composition appar- 
ently easy from its appearance on the page, frequently requires a maturity of 
thought which is far in advance of that of the student whose technical equipment 
might seem adequate. 


DISCOUNTS. The letters “R” or “T” appearing before the prices refer to 
the discounts allowed teachers. It should be clearly understood that variance of 
price from time to time may account for difference in prices as listed. 

The following explanation is generally accepted by dealers: 

T=20% discount on sheet music. 
10% discount on books. 
R=Net—no discount. 


ABBREVIATIONS. The abbreviations explained on page 8 will be found 
a great aid in the selection of material. Your attention is called to the abbrevia- 
tion P. S. (published separately) which is placed after certain collections of pieces. 
This information is helpful when one is interested in using individual numbers 
only. C. L. S. (contents listed separately) placed after other collections of pieces 
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will prove useful in locating numbers which are published in book form only. 
“A” found in the publisher’s column indicates that the number is obtainable in 
several recognized standard editions. Frequently the editing is quite similar, 
making it appear more fair to each publisher to allow the reader to make his own 
choice. 


RECORDS AND ROLLS. One of the most valuable sections in the book is 
that which contains a list of the records or rolls of compositions listed. The 
sign ({) placed after a title indicates the fact that a reproduction of that number 
is obtainable. In many instances several recordings of one composition are 
named. Should the teacher refer to the list of records first, he will find the page 
designated where he may determine the grade and classification of the number. 


SUGGESTED COMBINATIONS OF MATERIALS. It is not intended 
that this book should serve as a manual or course of study. The suggested corre- 
lation of material which will be found following the list is merely offered as a 
guide to the teacher who is not following a printed course of study. However, 
it may be used in this form as supplementary material for such a course. 


HOW TO USE. As an example of the use of the list: Should one wish a 
piece of intermediate grade for the development of “Melody Playing,” he would 
glance at the ALPHABETICAL CLASSIFICATION, page 9, note the number 
“2” opposite. “Melody Playing,” then turn to the Intermediate list and make his 
selection from the material which includes the number “2” in parenthesis. Or, 
reversing the procedure, if a title or composer in the intermediate list attracts, 
note the numbers in.parenthesis, then turn to the NUMERICAL CLASSIFICA- 
TION, page 10, and discover the teaching purpose of the material by referring 
to the corresponding numbers. 

It will be readily noted that in many cases more numbers might have been 
chosen. To avoid a complicated listing, only the most distinctive characteristics 
have been designated. The teacher may very easily add other numbers, if desired. 

Where the composer’s name is omitted in the groups including studies or col- 
lections of pieces, it will be understood that the contents consists of a compilation 
of material from numerous composers. 


CONCLUSION. An exhaustive research into many fields has been made in 
the preparation of this material and it is the sincere hope of the writer that the 
book will prove a valuable aid in locating music or information relative to the 
daily needs of the music teacher, librarian, music dealer or club worker.

EMPLOYED IN THE LIST 


LOWER ELEMENTARY: 


Material which lies comfortably under the hands—simple rhythmic relations 
—with direct appeal to the imagination—definite key feeling. 


UPPER ELEMENTARY: 


Material covering a wider keyboard range—slightly harder rhythmic rela- 
tions—occasional use of the pedal. 


ADULT ELEMENTARY: 


Material which is technically easy—readily analyzed—with titles and style 
which appeal to the more mature mind. 


LOWER INTERMEDIATE: 


Material which involves a wider expanse of the hand—more discriminating 
use of the pedal—pieces of greater length and variety of style. 


UPPER INTERMEDIATE: 


Material which demands greater variety in tonal intensity—more rapid 
tempi—greater independence of the hands. 


LOWER ADVANCED: 


Material involving marked fluency in all forms of passage work—greater 
brilliancy—greater endurance. 


UPPER ADVANCED: 


Material of concert type demanding the finest interpretive appreciation and 
broad technical equipment.

(For the child under 10) 


Following the necessary preliminary work a first book may be selected from 
Section II under the heading “The most elementary beginner’s books” or “First 
books.” 


Where a child’s reading grasp develops slowly it may be necessary to choose 
a second book from the same group, otherwise a supplementary book may be 
selected from the group headed “Elementary pieces in book form.” 


Special training for co-ordination of eye, ear and tactile sense, also appre- 
ciation, should be included during this period. 


Period II. 


A book of “Elementary Studies” may now be assigned, supplemented by 
another book from “Elementary pieces in book form” or separate pieces chosen 
from the list of “Elementary pieces,’ Section II.

‘Haydn or Beethoven and pieces chosen from “Intermediate pieces in book form” 
or the list of pieces of this grade, form the basis for this period. Many inter- 
esting modern numbers are of this grade. See Section III. 


Continue ear training, technical study, and harmony. 


Period V. 


This period demands material of lower advanced grade as found in Section 
IV, combining studies, Bach, Sonatas (both Classic and Modern), and pieces. 


Continue ear training, technic and harmony. 


Period VI. 


Period VI suggests the Upper Advanced grade, which in addition to the usual 
combination, includes certain “Themes with Variations,” “Concertos” and care- 
fully selected transcriptions. Continue harmony. 


Note.—From the first Period stress should be laid upon the study of the 
musical content of every composition assigned. This becomes more detailed and 
technical as the material increases in difficulty, involving greater complexity of 
form.

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GENERAL EXPLANATION 
PERIOD. 


Since the problem of grading is one which is still open for discussion as to 
a plan which would be acceptable to the majority of teachers, the writer offers 
the grouping of material according to Period as a possible solution. It is flexible 
yet developed with a definite order of procedure in mind. 


A period may cover from six months to one year, or even more, according 
to the student’s age, musical ability or application. 


An approximate estimate of the operation of the plan would suggest the fol- 
lowing basis: 


Period I—From the Pre-school age to and including the child below the 
fourth grade in Public School. 


aa acs II—From fourth grade to and including fifth and sixth grades in Public 
chool. 


Period I11I—Junior High or seventh and eighth grade in Public School. 
Period IV—High School age. 
Periods V and VI—High School and later study. 


Disregarding the Public School grade as a determining factor, a student of 
any age may be placed in any Period adapted to his needs or qualifications and 
proceed with this suggested correlation of material as a guide. 


In the case of the adult beginner, special books are listed on page 25. 


SUPPLEMENTARY READING. 


A carefully selected list of books of Music Literature suitable for any age will 
be found in Section I. Systematic reading of such books should be encouraged. 


TECHNIC. 


While a list of “Technic Systems” is included and technical exercises sug- 
gested through the various periods, the modern tendency is to choose Etudes or 
Pieces which demand logical technical development. Each new problem may then 
become the initiative for the creation of a technical exercise in itself, which 
through transposition into any key will provide a most practical aid toward build- 
ing an all-inclusive technic in an interesting manner. 


SIGHT READING. 


Proficiency in reading is a great asset. Some students experience no diff- 
culty in this respect. Where special help is needed, reference may be made to 
the group of “Studies in Sight Reading,” Section I. Ensemble work is valuable 
also, and Section V is devoted to a graded list of such numbers. 


ENSEMBLE. 


Ensemble playing occupies a very important place in all music study. Every 
type and grade of ensemble is included in Section V. Beginning with easy duets 
and trios at one piano, the material advances in difficulty through two-piano (four 
and eight hand numbers), to the most difficult Concertos of Classic and Modern 


type. 


BACH. 


No finer music for the equal development of both hands could be found than 
that of Bach. However, the way must be prepared for an appreciation and under- 
standing of this great Master’s works. This may be accomplished through the 
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hearing of some of the most appealing numbers, through reading or even through 
a careful selection as to order of presentation. Suggestions as to this order will 
be found on page 106, this section. 


PEDAL. 


A discriminating use of the Pedal is essential at all times. Since this is 
dependent upon the interpretive idea, pedal exercises alone will not suffice. How- 
ever, where special drill in the technic of pedaling seems advisable, refer to “Pedal 
Studies,” Section I. 


STUDIES OR ETUDES. 


Care must be used in the choice of each successive book that a variety in 
type of work may be provided. For instance, if scale figures predominate in one 
book, chords or arpeggios should be a part of the following assignments, or vice 
versa. Every type of work is included in the studies listed under each grade. 


DESCRIPTIVE OR PROGRAM MUSIC. 


In the earlier grades it is well to stress this type of music, since the imagi- 
native appeal provides a natural basis for the exercise of the student’s own judg- 
ment and taste. Later he may be expected to enjoy the music for its own sake, 
disassociated from any “story.” 


MEMORIZING. 


Right study results in easy memorization from the beginning. This is not 
only an assurance of a clear understanding of the content but a satisfaction to 
performer and listener. 


INTERPRETATION. 


Since music is a language in tone, even the youngest child should be helped 
to realize that every performance should be an interesting, truthful statement of 
the composer’s idea. No excuses for a lack in this respect in the work of the 
youthful player will be necessary if the material chosen is well within the stu- 
dent’s musical comprehension and technical ability and if he is wisely guided as 
to his method of study of the content of each number. 


ESSENTIAL CONSIDERATIONS IN THE SELECTION OF 
MATERIAL FOR ANY PUPIL. 


1. Has it musical worth? 

2. Is it within the musical understanding of the student? 

3. Is the student technically ready for the number? 

4. Is the tempo within his ability? 

5. Is the student able to reach the pedal when required? 

6. Will the material be of interest to the student? 

7. Does it serve a purpose in his study? 
CONCLUSION. 


Throughout the book, care has been exercised to avoid the exploitation of 
any one technical system, course of study, publisher or so-called method. 


If the foreword and all other suggestions noted in various sections are fre- 
quently studied, the book will serve as a valuable aid in the several fields enumer- 
ated in the introductory section.
